BALLOT PROPOSITION NO. 16 
STIRS STORM OF CONTROVERSY 


Editors—This is one in a series;

SACRAMENTO (4) — Seven! 
propositions on the November 
election ballot could scarcely be 
classed as major issues, yet some 
of them have engaged keen in- 
terest of sections of the elector- 
ate. 

The white heat of reapportion- | 
ment, local liquor control, hous- 
ing, old age pension boosts and! 
coastal fishing restrictions is mfss- | 
ing but some of the arguments 
on the lesser measures have been 
pointed and unsugar coated. — 

One of the latter is No. 16, over | 
which chiropractors are waging a 
virile family row. The proposed 
amendment would increase mini- | 
mum educational requirements of | 
an approved chiropractic course 
from 18 (or three, six months 
terms) to 36 months (or four} 
nine month terms). The State 
Board of Chiropractic examiners 
would have greater powers in 
questioning the credentials from 
out-of-state schools. It also could 
employ a secretary, who need not 
be a board member, and hire in-| 
vestigators and clerical assistants, | 
and set minimum qualifications | 
tor teachers of chropractic. 

State Senator Randolph Collier 
(R) Eureka, chairman of the Sen- 
ate public health and safety com- | 
mittee, contends “there can be no 
justifiable opposition to this meas- 
ure”. Its primary purpose, he 
says, is to improve the standards 
of the profession along lines ad- 














vocated by several national 
state chiropractic associations. 

H. C. M. Sherwood, D.C., sec- 
retary of the Federated Chiro- 
practors of California, and Hom- 
er York, D.C., past president of 
the California Chiropractic asso- 
ciation, take exception. 

The move, they say, would give 
the board almost unlimited pow- 
ers without the requisite exper- 
ience or discretion to approve or 
disapprove schools, colleges and 
teachers.
